LONDON, May 2D (fl^ — The tiny middle 
eastern French mandates of Syria and Leb- 
anon, backed by the Arab league, appeared 
today to be forcing a Bhowilown which may 
coat France part of her empire. 

Diplomatic obHcrvcrs in London, who arc 
watching developments in the Levant with 
apprehension, cxprcBsed the view that France 
had only two alternatives — either she must 
stand by her demands and put down op- 
position by force if necessary or she must 
withdraw and accept inevitable loas of pres- 
tifte as an imperial power.

It ia a tragic circumstanco, with all the 
trappinffa of a cynic's holiday, that, while the 
United Nations labor in San Francisco to 
create a world peace atructurc, a bloody cla.ih 
at arms should be fioina: on among countries 
represented at the conference.

llelnrich Hlmmlcr — weak of ey&, chin and 
will; JoblcEJ, colorless and purposeless until 
he caught up with the nails, where his frus- 
trations found relief In brutalities unprece- 
dented in modern history. 

Hermann Groerlng — vain, strutting, spong- 
Ing, plundering, porcine, former dope addict. 

Karl Doenltz — once an Inmate of an EngHsh 
Insane asylum, 

A ridiculous lot certainly. But tho Germans 
aren't the only.pcople who ever took up with 
a pack of repulsive nonentities. Our own his- 
tory's shameful chapter of the Ku Klux Klan 
was closed only 30 years ago. We can't forget 
the klan's broad political power, or thercoun- 
try's tardiness In comtnn to Its senses. 

But this country did como to Its senses. Tho 
Gcnnana didn't. Their sUliness might be ex- 
plained as quantitative rather than qualita- 
tive. Yet there were mony -ol Hitler's botIj 
supporters who saw' how ridiculous he and 
his gang really were, and continued to sup- 
port him because he served their various sin- 
ister purposes. 

Ko, mobs have followed unworthy leaders 
in every land.
